ABOUT OUR DIOCESE 


The Archdiocese of St. Louis is 178 parishes encompassing the Citv of St. Louis and 10 
surrounding counties — a large and diverse territorv: urban, suburban and rural. 


Our local church has been declining for several decades as older Catholics die and 
there are insufficient number of young Catholics to take their place. 


This is best exemplified by the significant decline in the number of births and baptisms in 
our diocese. 


As our Catholic population has moved from the city to the near suburbs and from the 
near suburbs to the farther out suburbs, this has resulted in too few priests in large 
parishes and too many priests in small parishes. 


Our diocesan priests are aging and number of priests to serve our Catholic population is 
declining. 


Over the past decade, Mass attendance has been on a steady decline. The long-term 
implications of COVID are unknown, but the rebound in Mass attendance from 2020 to 
2021 still leaves us 25% below pre-COVID levels.

* The cost to educate our students 
continues to outpace tuition increases. 


* Parish investment in our schools 
continues to absorb an increasing 
percentage of parish funds available to 
support other parish ministries.

OUR PRIESTS ARE AGING 


3590 of our diocesan priests (74 
priests) serving in parishes are 65 
vears of age or older. 


These 74 priests could retire in the 
next 10 vears. 


Though priests' retirement age is 75, 
the average of retirement for our 
diocesan priests has been 71. 


Bv 2026, we will have fewer diocesan 
priests to serve in parishes than the 
number of parishes we have. 


Our largest parishes will still need to 
be served bv 2-3 priests.

ABOUT OUR PLANNING AREA 


* The planning area is in the Counties of Jefferson, St. Francois, Washington and 
Franklin with a small portion to the east in Ste. Genevieve Countv. The geographv 
of this area is defined bv Interstate 44, Highwav 67 and Routes 8, 21, 30, and 47. 


* This planning area covers the southwest corner of the diocese and includes 
parishes from the Festus, Washington and Ste. Genevieve deaneries. There are 
12 territorial parishes, 2 missions and 4 elementary schools. Currently there are 10 
diocesan priests assigned to this group. 


* There are clusters of church buildings within 20 minutes driving time and along 
travel routes. 


OUR PLANNING AREA IS RURAL AND NOT VERV CATHOLIC 


Total population in the planning area in the 2020 census was down 196 from 2010. 


The population 55 or older increased from 2290 in 2000 to 30% in 2020. 


Only 8% of the population is registered Catholic, which is lower than the Diocesan 
average of 1896. 


Median household income in the area is $47,951, which is below the archdiocesan 
average of $60,700.

Unlike the diocese as a whole, Catholics in 
this planning area tend to prefer PSR to 
Catholic day schools.

The first church in Tiff was dedicated in 
1905 as the area was visited by the pastor 
of St. Joachim in Old Mines. In 1923, St. 
Joseph was established as a parish with a 
resident pastor. St. Joseph territory has 
always been small and today only has 226 
people living in the parish boundaries. 

The parish actually opened a school in 
1926 which closed in 1946. The parish 
once had 70 households which means 
that most of the inhabitants of the area 
were Catholic. 


The parish church was dedicated in 1937 
and seats 76. This parish of 33 
households has its own cemetery.

* This small parish is in a geographic territory with just over 200 persons 


* The parish has been declining in membership over the past decade. 


* The small parish has stable offertory and stable but small reserves. 


OUR PARISH AREA HAS ONLY 226 RESIDENTS 


According to the 2020 census, there were only 226 persons living 
in the boundaries of St. Joseph parish. 


Median household income is $42,000 which is well below the 
archdiocesan average of $60,700.
